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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Prosecution Application 
The requeist filed on October 2, 2006 for Continued Examination (RCE) is 
accepted and a RCE has been established. An action on the RCE follows. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

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Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not teach nor render obvious the claimed combination, wherein 
comprising a bolt lock having a ring shaped body with two extensions extending 
outward from the ring shaped body with a first set bendable locking tabs spaced apart 
along a radially inner edge of the ring shaped body, a second set of bendable tabs 
included with the first extension and third set of bendable tabs included with the second 
extension. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
